New York, April 13.—An effort to 


remove Nicholas A. Heckman, a wit- 
ness in the Molineux case, from the 
jurisdiction of the state was frustrated 
by the authorities here. Accidentally 
a daring conspiracy was discovered,' 
and A. S. Colyar, a lawyer of Nash- 
ville, Term., one of the principals in 
the effort to extradite Heckman, is a 
prisoner at police headquarters. He 
is charged with conspiring to have 
Heckman extradited to defeat the ends 
of justice in the prosecution of Moli- 
neux. 


Heckman is the man who testified 


that Molineux rented a letter hox from 
him under the name of Barnet some 
weeks before the poisoning of Mrs. 
Kate J. Adams. 


Some days ago the authorities here 


w«re informed that requisition papers 
would soon be sent here for the ex- 
tradition of Heckman, who, it was as- 
serted, was P. E. Raymond, alias Wil- 
liams, alias Heckmau, an escaped con- 
vict from the Tennessee penitentiary. 


A woman known as Blanche Gra- 


ham, 
and whose real name is said to 


be Ida Cole, is alleged to have con- 
spired with Lawyer Colyar for the ex- 
tradition of Heckman. It is said she 
was coached to swear that she knew 
Heckman, and that he was the same 
man who had been sentenced under 
the name of Raymond by Judge An- 
derson of Tennessee to serve two years 
in the penitentiary of that state. The 
case had progressed so far that Lawyer 
Colyar and Police Captain W. P. Cas- 
teen of Nashville had come to New 
York to take 
Heckman 
back with 


them. The papers had already passed 
through the hands of both Governor 
Roosevelt and Governor McMillln of 
Tennessee, both of whom had been de- 
ceived by perjured statements. 


When District Attorney Gardiner 


heard of the movement to get his prin- 
cipal witness in the Molineux case 
away he began an Investigation. Ho 
wired to 
Judge Anderson, the trial 


judge in the case, and Judge Anderson 
was here when the expose was made. 
It is said that many persons in. high 
rank are likely to be involved in the 
case before it is disposed of. Lawyer 
Colyar is in jail.

That the DifferiHeei Can B« Adjusted 
by Sensible and Cool Treatment. 
Washington, April 13.—It is the be- 


lief of officials here that sensible and 
cool treatment will settle the Samoan 
Bltuation if all the parties to the Ber- 
lin, treaty are sincere in an effort to 
pjwveut further trouble. 


Th« killing of the sailors has not 


materially changed the general prob- 
lem, though It has undoubtedly added 
to tie difficulty of dealing -with the 
specific situation. The only official 
news received touching the last incl- 
4»nt -was contained In Admiral Kautz's 
cablegram. 


The diploma tic negotiations of the 


day were not directed particularly to 
the encounter, as .the official informa- 
tion 1» too meager thus far to warrant 
positive oCcial action. In the main 
the diplomatic negotiations continued 
to center around the hlfh commission. 
On this subject a breach is gradually 
opening between Great Britain 
and 


Germany because of the refusal .of 
Great Britain to have the commission 
leavf Sab Francisco on the 19th. 


While the Germane are anxious and 


our officials are willing that the start 
should be made on the 19th, Great 
Britain insists on proceeding -with de- 
liberation, allowing full time for In- 
structions to the British commissioner 
by mail and not by cable. This, of 
course, would make It impossible for 
the commission to leave in a body this 
month. 
To overcome this stand by 


the British foreign office a suggestion 
has been made that the appointment of 
an umpire, which is one of the points 
itlll in dispute, be settled after the 
commission starts. 


The "action of Great Britain in or- 


dering- two more warships to Samoa 
attracted considerable attention here, 
and It was stated that if the British 
•hips are so reinforced Germany would 
take similar steps and augment her 
naval representation In those waters 
to meet any possible contingency. So 
far, 
however, no action looking to re- 


inforcing 
the United States jiaval 


forces there has been taken. 


Both the British and German em- 


bassies here received . long cablegrams 
from their foreign offices reporting on 
the developments in Samoa. 
That 


from London was from the British con- 
sul at Apia, and said that the casual- 
ties were one British officer and two. 
or three American officers killed and 
five American soldiers wounded. 
The 


purport of the German dispatch is not 
known. 


The dispatch to the British embassy 


Is conservative In tone and announced 
at the outset that a collision had oc- 
curred on a plantation near Apia be- 
tween *he native forces and a com- 
bined American and English detach- 
ments. 
One point of significance to 


the embassy was the fact that it appar- 
ently contradicted a published report of 
a large numberof casualties on the side 
of the joint English and American 
forces.

The Ameri- 
can and British tars repeatedly beat- 
Ing back their assailants, who sought 
to overwhelm them by force of num- 
bers. Lieutenant Lansdale and Ensign 
Monahan of the United States cruiser 
Philadelphia, and Lieutenant Free- 
man of the British gunboat Tauranga, 
were killed. After the rebels had been 
driven off, the bodies of three officers 
were recovered. 
They had been de- 


capitated by the savage Samoan war- 
riors. Four marines were killed. Ma- 
taafa's loss was 40 killed and a num- 
ber wounded.
